Cleanliness is next to 
go dliness, aud pure water and a scien­ 
tific sewerage system are indispensable 
aids to the physical and mo ral welfare

A system o f drainage sho uld embrace 
no t o nly the remo val o f sto rm water 
which falls upo n the streets, but also 
the water fro m sinks, clo sets, facto ries 
and o ther so urces. All such sho uld have 
direct co nnectio n with sewers having an 
o utlet in the nearest water co wrse. Th 
street gutters sho uld be ko pt free fro m 
rubbish and have such a perfect grade 
that no water will find lo dgment alo ng 
t£ e streets o n either si da Mo ney J udi 
I cio usly spenf m this wo rk under tho su 
pervisio n o f a co mpetent engineer is a 
safe and sure investment that will be 
returned w i t h o o iu p o nu d 
i*»t©F«i»t In 
o ur o wn to wn there is mno h ro o m fo r 
impro vement in this directio n, aud each 
business man and ho useho lder o wes it 
to himself and his neighbo r to help 
alo ng this necessary wo rk 
In the matter o f streets, to o , wo are 
far fro m perfect 
With a little mo re 
care in the details o f co nstructio n and 
mo re systematic and tho ro ngh metho ds 
o f keeping them free fro m sticks, sto nes 
aud o ther accumulatio ns o f rubbish o ur 
tho ro ughfares wo uld be a credit and a 
pride instead o f. iu so me cases, an eye­ 
so re and cause fo r mo rtificatio n. 
As in 
the larger cities, o rdinances fixing pen 
alties fo r dumping tushes and o ther 
ho useho ld refuse to the streets sho uld l» e 
enfo rced, as well as fo rbidding the lo ad­ 
ing o f wago ns with dirt, r<*al, wo o d, 
etc., iu such a manner that a part o f 
the co ntents w’ill be distributed alo ng 
the ro ute o f their passage. A pro per su­ 
pervisio n o f these matters, with a liberal 
distributio n o f the printed o rdinances, 
W’ill g o far to ward realizing tho desired 
neatness.

o r assassin to his intended victim! The 
develo pment o f electricity has made It 
po ssible to light o ur streets at night at 
a small expense. No co stly plant is re­ 
quired, and the o utlay fo r labo r to put 
up th.. wirt^ is no minal. 
Tho lighting o f the business sectio n is 
no t eno ugh. Tt !h gimd eo fur as it go es, 
but it do es no t go far. 
The perso nal 
safety and co nvenience o f every citizen 
demand that o ur streets shall be so il­ 
luminated that he may leave his ho me 
after dark witho ut danger o f breaking 
his limbs o r having his head Rmashed 
by so me enterprising fo o tpad.

The wide awake, prosperous baffy 
town differs as mach in appearance aa 
it does in manner from the sleepy, care­ 
less community that lets things take care 
of themselves. What a contrast the well 
paved and well kept streets of the for­ 
mer present to the untidy and neglected 
aspect of the latter I The capitalist, the 
artisan, the homeseeker, can but be im­ 
pressed with the evidences of thrift and 
energy that are inseparable from clean­ 
liness and order. As a consequence the 
one rapidly advances in wealth and pop­ 
ulation, while the other stands still if 
it does not—which is probable—execute 
a backward movement 
The first duty of a town is to provide 
for the health of the residents—that is, 
so far as it is possible to do so by pre­ 
ventive measures. Cleanliness is next to 
godliness, and pore water and a aden 
title sewerage system are indispensable 
aids to the physical and moral welfare 
of tho community. In far too many lo­ 
calities is the question of drainage left 
to take care of itself, and it remains a 
perpetual menace to the public health, 
sooner or later to break forth with dire 
results. 
A system of drainage should embrace 
not only the removal of storm water 
which falls upon the streets, but also 
the water from sinks, closets, factories 
and other sources. All such should have 
direct connection with sewers havingao 
outlet in the nearest water coarse. The 
street gutters should be kept free from 
Rubbish and have such a perfect grade 
that no water will find lodgment along 
tjie afreets on either side. Money Judi 
ciousiy spent to this work under the su­ 
pervision of a competent engflUtt (s 
safe and sure investment that will be 
re tu rn e d w it!* o o m p o n u d in to ro e t 
In 
our own town there is much room for 
improvement in this direction, and each 
business man and householder owes it 
to himself and his neighbor to help 
along this necessary wark. 
In the matter of streets, toot we are 
far from perfect With a little more 
pare in the details of construction and 
more systematic and thorough methods 
of keeping them free from sticks, stones 
and other accumulations of rubbish our 
thoroughfares would be a credit and a 
pride instead of, in some cases, an eye­ 
sore and cause for mortification. As in 
the larger cities, ordinances fixing pen­ 
alties tor dumping ashes and other 
household refuse to the streets should be 
enforced, as well as forbidding the load­ 
ing of wagons with dirt, coal, wood, 
eta, in such a manner that a part of 
the contents will be distributed along 
the route of their passage. A proper su­ 
pervision of these matters, with a liberal 
distribution of the printed ordinances, 
will go far toward realizing tho desired 
neatness.

A 
tree shaded avenue is a much more de­ 
sirable place of residence than one which 
lacks their adornment Property is more 
valuable on this street and landlords 
demand and receive a higher rate of 
rent. The houses are more pretentious, 
the lawns are green and smoothly shav­ 
en, and beds of flowers and bunches of 
shrubbery bear witness to the friendly 
rivalry among the dwellers to exoel in 
the beautiful. A comparatively small 
outlay would do much to beautify our 
town. Once planted agg properly guard, 
ed from destruction, trees require little 
care and in a few years will amply rec 
ompense us for trouble and money ex­ 
pended. 
The lighting of streets at night is a 
subject of great importance to the peo­ 
ple of a community. Hie benefits are 
many and far outweigh any question of 
cost or economy. How many accidents 
that have caused loss of life and limb 
are due to insufficiently lighted or whol­ 
ly dark streets!

Market hall they stopped her progress 
aud began calling her names, and one 
woman, it is said, struck the girl in the 
face. 
Several policemen stepped in at 
this juncture and gave Miss Kaufman 
protection as far as her bonn*. 
No ar­ 
rests were made. 
Iu the meantime an 
escort of ten policemen, led by Sergeant 
Riley, was having an interesting time 
prote#'ting seventeen of the laundry girls 
who live in Roseland. 
A mob of nearly 


500 women ana children and a few men 
followed them 
from the 
works down 
I* lorence avenue anil en One Hundred 
and Eleventh street, across the Illinois 
Central tracks. 
The police were not ac­ 
customed to dealing with a crowd of 
the feminine geuder and did little more 
than to keep the most turbulent women 
from seizing hold of the frightened girls. 
Tile entire march was enlivened xvith 
cries of scab and other epithets. At Rose­ 
land, where the girls separat#?d, each was 
folloxved home by a sum ll group of women 
whose object seemed to be to see where 
each girl lived.

Au ominous hush xx*as upon 
the chamber when the president pro tem., 
Mr. H arris of Tennessee, rapped the sen­ 
ate to order. Senator Blackburn el lven- 
tucKy, in a pink legligee shirt, stood, 
xvatch in hand, while the chaplain deliv­ 
ered his invocation, looking like a judg*? 
at a Kentucky Derby. 
The 
‘‘conservative 
Democrats,” Mr. 
Brice iii an immaculate suit of xvhite 
flannel. Mr. Gorman iii a sedate suit of 
blue, and Mr. Smith in a l*#ng 
black 
frock coat, sat grouped together on lh© 
Democratic side. 
Mr. Hill, sitting far 
back, chatted merrily with Gen. Daniel 
Sickles, ihe one-legged veteran of Gettys­ 
burg. 
Senators Sherman, Aldrich, Alli­ 
son Hale and Chandler, the leaders of 
the Republican side, appeared amused at 
the storm which threatened across the po­ 
litical aisle. 
The preliminary 
routine 
business was transacted in a perfunctory 
way. 
A fter a speech by Mr. Smith of Ncxv 
Jersey attacking the president for xvrit- 
ing the tariff letter. Senator Hill arose. 
He said: 
“ A theory as xvell as a condi­ 
tion now confronts us. The theory of the 
Democratic party is that iu the enactment 
of tariff legislation free raw materials 
should always be nu essential and con­ 
spicuous element.

has seemed to inc tln.t this differential 
duty is the vital spot of the differences 
between the txvo houses of congress, and 
I believe that if it could be gotten rid of 
the txvo bodies cemltl easily compromise 
their differences and an agreement be 
reached upon the bill.” 
But little bnsiness was transacted by 
the house. 
The resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution providing 
for the election of senators by the direct 
vote of the pe#)ple xvas passed by a txvo- 
tliirds majority with 13 votes to spare. 
The senate amendments to the Indian ap­ 
propriation bills were disagreed to and 
conferees were appointed. The house bill 
for the reinstatement of clerks dismissed

AV itll dramatic emphasis Air. Gorman 
called 1111011 Vest ami Jones to l#«*ar testi­ 
mony as to whether his statements had 
varied a hair's breadth from the truth.

Dow c’s cuirass to make experiments 
iii devising means for arresting tin* 
perforating energy of projectiles shot 
from modern rifles and cannon. It oc- 
curred to Mr. F. J. Smith of London 
that if a projectile could be defh*ctod 
at a rather large angle from its line of 
flight its penetrating po Aver would lie 
greatly diminished.

A b eau tifu l type of the honest red 
man whose name is Kosh-ko-wa-b ic is 
b ehind the b ars sentence for killing 
deer ou t of season, hav ing admitted 
the fr&ptqrp of the law m the mu nici­ 
pal cou rt this morning. The prisoner 
in qu estion offered a saddle of v enison 
for sale to Game Warden Paine on 
the 10th inst. and on the 24th armed 
with a warrant Mr. Paine and James 
McNau ghton went u p to Trou t lake 
to b ring him down. Aftor a chase of 
a day or two du ring which time the 
Indian, knowing he was wanted, 
changed his camp for or fiv e times, 
he was located b u t was not at camp 
when the warden called. At daylight 
yesterday morning he made his ap­ 
pearance at the watering hole on 
Trou t lake with his canoe and pack 
and the officers who had b een waiting 
at that point all night captu red him 
b u t not withou t a stru gle. Du ring 
the scu ffle the Indian made two at­ 
tempts to draw his knife b u t was each 
time reminded b y well directed b lows 
landed on the ju glar that he mu st 
not attempt any fu nny b u siness and 
finally he told Mr. Paine that if he 
wou ld not handcu ff him that he wou ld 
go along peaceab ly and he did so. In 
cou rt this morning to W. E. Seeley, 
who talked Chippewa to the Indian 
and told the cou rt what he said, the 
fellow said he killed the deer and 
knew many more Indians who were 
doing the same thing. 
In an env elope the Indian had a 
letter which is qu ite a cu riosity on ac­ 
cou nt of its date, which b elonged to 
some other nativ e b u t which had 
prob ab ly b een b orrowed b y Kosh-ka- 
wa-b ic to do his “hu nting” on. It 
was as follows: 


U n i t e d S t a t e s I n d ia n S e r v ic e , I 
Leech Lake, Nov . 10, 1860. \ 
We hereb y certify that Nay-b m-ay- 
cu sh is one of the b ead chiefs of the 
Chippewa Indians, that he is an hon­ 
est and exemplary man, an example 
to his trib e, and a friend of the whites. 
We take pleasu re in recommending 
him to the friendly consideration of 
all good men.

$39 2,830,575, and after the dedu ction 
of fixed charges and au alogou s ob li­ 
gations, a final net income of $111,- 
058,034.

After a chase of 
a day or two daring which time the 
Indian, knowing he was wanted, 
changed his camp for or five times, 
he was located but was not at camp 
when the warden called. At daylight 
yesterday morning he made his ap­ 
pearance at the watering hole on 
Trout lake with his canoe and pack 
and the officers who had been waiting 
at that point all night captured him 
but not without a strngle. During 
the scuffle the Indian made two at­ 
tempts to draw his knife but was each 
time reminded by well directed blows 
landed on the juglar that he must 
not attempt any funny business and 
finally he told Mr. Paine that if he 
would not handcuff him that he would 
go along peaceably and he did so. In 
court this morning to W. E. Seeley, 
who talked Chippewa to the Indian 
and told the oourt what he said, the 
fellow said he killed the deer and 
knew many more Indians who were 
doing the same thing. 
In t o envelope the Indian had a 
letter which is quite a cariosity on ac­ 
count of its date, which belonged to 
some other native bat which had 
probably been borrowed by Kosh-ka- 
wa-bic to do his “hunting” on. It 
was as follows: 
U n ited S ta te s Indian S ervice, ( 
Leech Lake, Nov. IO, 1860. ) 
We hereby certify that Nay-bin-ay- 
cush is one of the bead chiefs of the 
Chippewa Indians, that he is an hon­ 
est and exemplary man, an example 
to his tribe, and a friend of the whites. 
We take pleasure in recommending 
lim to the friendly consideration of 
allgood men.

The Railway System. 
During these days of railro id strikes 
the following from the St, Louis Globe 
Democrat may be of interest : 
The railroad system of the United 
States comprises 176,461 miles of track 
with an equipment of 34,788 locomo­ 
tives, 31,884 passenger cars, and 1,047,- 
577 freight cars. Counting all the 
property classified as railroad capital, 
the aggregate is in round numbers 
$10,506,235,410, represented by out­ 
standing stock to the amonut of $4, 
668 995,418, and a funded debt of $5,- 
225,689,821 
During the last year 
593,560,612 passengers were carried, 
and 745,119,482 tons of freight trans­ 
ported. For this service there was 
received the gross sum of $1,220,751,- 
874, and the operating expenses were 
$827,921,299, leaving a balance of 
$392,830,575, and after the deduction 
of fixed charges aud analogous obli­ 
gations, a final not income of $111,- 
058,034. But this profit was not ev­ 
enly distributed. 
O d the contrary, 
51.24 per sent of the total stock paid 
no dividends, and 10.93 per cent of the 
total mortgage bonds paid no interest. 
Of the stocks paying dividends, 5.25 
per cent paid 4 to 5 per cent, 11.62 
per cent paid from 5 to 6 per rant, 
5.24 per cent paid from 6to7 percent, 
and 5.32 per cent paid from 7 to 8 per 
rant. The whole number of persons 
employed by the railroads is 873,602, 
of whom 35,384 are assigned to the 
work of general administration, 256.- 
212 to maintenance of way and struc­ 
tures, 176,465 to maintenance of equip­ 
ment, and 397,915 to conducting trans­ 
portation, the remainder being un­ 
classified.

Army From Which Uncln Sun M f 
Draw Should Occasion Require. 
An army of 9,000,000 men! How 
Napoleon's legions dwindle beside 
this and the hosts which Grant, Sher­ 
man aud Sheridan led shrink to pyg­ 
mies. This enormous figure repre­ 
senta the number of ablebodied men 
in the United States available for 
military purposes. But of course no 
such swarm of fighters could ever be 
mobilized in this or any other coun 
try. 
It would overtax even American 
energy and resource to clothe and 
feed and arm them and maintAin 
them in idleness. The figures have 
no practical military value, but as a 
suggestion of the mighty war poten­ 
tialities of the young republic they 
are not without their interest to the 
world. But when we corno to enu­ 
merate the men actually under arms 
in the United States as trained and 
disciplined soldiers we realize 
present military significance. 
Besides the little regular army of 
$5,000 men there is a more or less 
thoroughly organized force of 112, 
190 men in the national guard and 
militia—that is, only about one man 
in a hundred of those of our citizens 
liable to bear arms is regularly en­ 
gaged in mastering the rudiments of 
the soldier’s profession. 
New York, as might be expected, 
has the largest military organization 
—737 officers and 12,073 men. Penn­ 
sylvania has 8,614 officers and men; 
Ohio, 6,125. Then comes Massachu­ 
setts with 5,666. Fiery South Caro­ 
lina, with 5,440 officers and men, has 
an armed force out of all proportion 
to its wealth and population. 
The New England states, outside 
of Massachusetts, have respectable 
little armies, ranging from Ver­ 
mont's 784 to Connecticut’s 2,761. 
The southern states have large mili­ 
tia organizations as a whole; the 
western states very small ones. But 
the national guard is steadily grow­ 
ing everywhere in numbers as in ef­ 
ficiency. It is fu lfillin g in a satisfac­ 
tory way its purpose of perpetuating 
a knowledge of military art, anA it 
would be found to be a respectable 
nucleus for a host of volunteers to 
rally on in an emergency.—Boston 
Journal.

it does not—which is probable—execute 
a backward movement 
The first duty of a town is to provide 
for the health of tho residents—that is, 
so far as it is possible to do so by pre­ 
ventive measures. Cleanliness is next to 
godliness, and pure water and a scien­ 
tific sewerage system are indispensable 
aids to the physical and moral welfare 
of tho community. In far too many lo­ 
calities is the question of drainage left 
to take care of itself, and it remains a 
perpetual menace to the public health, 
sooner or later to break forth with dire 
results. 
A system of drainago should embrace 
not only the removal of stonn water 
which falls upon the streets, but also 
the water from sinks, closets, factories 
and other sources. AU such should have 
direct connection with sewers having on 
outlet in the nearest water cowrse. The 
street gutters should be kopt free from 
fubbisli and have such a perfect grade 
that no water will find lodgment along 
the spreets on either side. 
Money judi­ 
ciously spC“t ‘u this work under tho su­ 
pervision of a competent engineer is a 
safe and sure investment that will be 
r e t u r n e d w i t h o o i u p o u u d 
i u t o r o u t 
Tn 
our own town there is much room for 
improvement in this direction, and each 
business man and householder owes it 
to himself and his neighbor to help 
along this necessary work. 
In the matter of streets, too, wo are 
far from perfect. 
W ith a little more 
care in the details of construction and 
more systematic and thorough methods 
of keening them free from sticks, stones 
aud otner accumulations of rubbish our 
thoroughfares would be a credit and a 
pride instead of, in some cases, an eye­ 
sore and cause for mortification. As in 
the larger cities, ordinances fixing pen­ 
alties for dumping ashes and other 
household refust* to the streets should be 
enforced, as well as forbidding the load­ 
ing of wagons with dirt, r<»al, wood, 
etc., in such a manner that a part of 
the contents will be distributed along 
the route of their passage. A proper su­ 
pervision of these matters, with a liberal 
distribution of the printed ordinances, 
will go far toward realizing tho desired 
neatness. 


TREES IN THE TOWN. 


T h e y A d d V a l u e t o P r o p e r t y —A V « w H e - 
l u a r k a o n S t r e e t L i g h t i n g . 
A love of tho beautiful is inborn in 
man. Trees are a source of never failin 
enjoyment to dwellers in the town, an 
no to-wn can bo beautiful without them. 
How refreshing their shade in summer, 
and the dreariness of winter is rendered 
less desolate by their presence. Senti­ 
ment aside, trees have a direct value. A 
tree shaded avenuo is a much more de­ 
sirable place of residence than one which 
lacks their adornment. Property is more 
valuable on this street, and landlords 
demand aud receive a higher rate of 
rent. The houses are more pretentious, 
the lawns are green and smoothly shav­ 
en, and beds of flowers and bunches of 
shrubbery bear witness to the friendly 
rivalry among tho dw7ellers to exoel in 
the beautiful. 
A comparatively small 
outlay would do much to beautify our 
towv. Once j]>l an ted and properly guard­ 
ed from destruction, trees require little 
care and in a few7 years will amply rec­ 
ompense us for trouble and money ex­ 
pended. 
The lighting of streets at night is a 
subject of great importance to tho peo­ 
ple of a community. 
The benefits are 
many and far outw7eigh any question of 
cost or economy. 
How many accidents 
that have caused loss of life and limb 
are due to insufficiently lighted or whol­ 
ly dark streets! How many crimes have 
been committed under cover of darkness 
that would never have been perpetrated 
had there been light to reveal tho robber 
or assassin to his intended victim! The 
development of electricity has made it 
possible to light our streets at night at 
a small expense. 
No costly plant is re­ 
quired, and the outlay for labor to put 
up th. wires is nominal. 
The lighting of the business sec tion is 
not enough. Tt 1h good oo far as it goes, 
but it does not go far. 
The personal 
safety and convenience of every citizen 
demand that our streets shall be so il­ 
luminated that he may leave his home 
after dark without danger of breaking 
his limbs or having his head smashed 
by some enterprising footpad.

The recoil of ads. loaded with jarne 
logic often breaks the backbone of busi­ 
ness. 
A verbal “wiggle” to a “business 
bait” w7ill often catch the eye and inter­

one persuasive ad. well circulated will 
often make a market. 
An appetizing ad. leaves a taste in the 
reader’s mouth whioli often ripens into 
a hunger for the thing advertised 
A peculiar verbal twust to an ad. often 
helps it to draw7 the cork of peutnp prej­ 
udice. 
A business boom loaded with convinc­ 
ing logic and shot through the columns 
of a mighty medium will knock piggish 
prejudice higher than Gilroy’s kite.—

which resulted in consequence of such 
grievances, the arbitrary refusal of the 
Pullman company to submit to arbitra­ 
tion in any form (even to decide the ques­ 
tion if there was anything to arbitrate) 
is proof positive th a t said company had 
no faith in the justice of its cause, and 
fears the disclosures th at are certain to 
result from an honest investigation, and 
in view of heavy losses entailed upon 
the country, such obstinacy on the part 
of the Pullman company is deserving of 
the severest condemnation. 
W e propose 
that the Pullman 
company 
shall 
be 
brought to justice, and this in a way 
that will not necessitate a strike with its 
attendant ills. 
W e have faith iu the 
American people; they uphold 
justice; 
they love fair play. 
And now in the 
name of justice and fair play we appeal 
to the great American public, to every 
good man and every good woman not to 
ride in a Pullman car until the Pullman 
company does justice to its employes. 
Let the cars run absolutely empty. 
No 
friend of labor; no friend of humanity 
will occupy a seat or a berth in a Pull­ 
man car.

Mr. Gorman then proceeded to detail 
flu* history of the tariff bill after it 
reached tin* senate, and tin* rammer iu 
which, to meet tin* objections and secure 
tin* support et certain disaffected Demo­ 
crats, (he c h a n g e s had been agreed upon. 
W ith dram atic emphasis 
Mr. Gorman

A n o t h e r lln A J et-l’ r o o f N o v e l t y . 
Scientific men have evidently been 
stimulated by the success of Tailor 
Howe’s cuirass to make experim ents 
in devising means for arresting the 
perforating energy of projectiles shot 
from modern rifles and cannon. 
It oc­ 
curred to Mr. F. J. Smith of London 
that if a projectile could be deflected 
at a rather large angle from its line of 
flight its penetrating power would be 
greatly diminished. To obtain this re­ 
sult he made a target consisting of a 
number of soft iron rods one-quarter 
of an inch in diameter, placed side by 
nidi* on a deal board; on top <>f these 
were placed another layer of similar 
rods, but only one half as numerous as 
those of the lirst layer, and arranged in 
such a manner that each of the upper 
rods was in contact with two of the 
lower rods. Tw o more layers of reals, 
arranged in the* sam e manner as tho 
lirst two, were then laid at right an­ 
gles to and separated from tlie* latter 
by a thin sheet of rubber. A bullet 
from a W inchester riile, which readily 
perforated a block of hard pine, when 
tired at Mr. Smith’s target of rods from 
a distance of twenty feet failed to 
jieueirato eyon tlie* tirst layer. The up­ 
permost rod struck by the bullet was 
merely displaced; not driven in, as 
might have been expected, but pushed 
to one side* at right angles to the pro­ 
jectile’s line* of flight. 
Possibly a sim i­ 
lar arrangement, but substituting largo 
steel cylinders in place of soft iron 
bars, might make a satisfactory bar­ 
rier to the* projecties of large guns.— 
Philadelphia Record.

than for thheir physical welfare. 
Yet 
in many casts this is true, though per­ 
haps unwittingly so. 
Outside of tin* 
fact that a knowledge of swimming 
may som etim e be the means of sav­ 
ing lift*, it is a most healthful and 
delightful exercise, even though never 
put to any more exacting purpose than 
to pass away pleasantly a few hours 
at tin* natatorium or in the surf. 
In 
giving children as many of the pleas­ 
ures of life* as li** within tin* power 
of their parents to grant, lessons in 
swimming should be among the first 
thought of, for tin.* pasttime, unlike

at once eugj god as in in.-truetor iu the* 
sehooL 
He Fst hi i position m Maukaio, 
not from any overt a* t done, but from 
the* fact that a form er rieavory reputa­ 
tion had reache*iI the nuthoiities of the* 
si hooi, in which whisky 
and 
womo . 
were strongly combined. 
He* went from 
Mankato to Janesville, Minn., where Le 
remained as principle of the high school 
two years, which job was lost for the 
same reason. 
He went next to Water 
town, S. D., as he hiiuself said, to get 
beyond the power of tlie* saloon. 
Here 
fie reinaiued two years, after which he 
went to Bismarck, to the position which 
lie* now occupied. 
Wheaton came to 
this city about July 1, and went at once 
to the Asbury hospital, where he rc- 
n aiued nearly a week, when he appeared 
to become demented. 
He then h*ft the 
hospital and went to Sheriff Ege at the 
jail and asked to be placed in a cell, 
stating that 
a conspiracy had 
been 
formed to take his life. 
He was placed 
in jail and remained there* over Sunday, 
the Nth. and at I o’clock on tin* morning 
euf tin* Dt li he* attempted suicide by the 
use* of a pocket knife. The* wound, wleie 
serious, was not fatal, and prior to his 
death was entirely lieu led. 
He failed 
continually, however, up to tlie time* of

the 10th inst. and on the 24th armed 
with a w arrant Mr. Paine and Jam es 
M cNaughton went up to Trout lake 
to bring him down. 
After a chase of 
a day or two during which time the 
Indian, knowing he 
was 
wanted, 
changed his camp for or five times> 
be was located but was not at camp 
when the warden called. At daylight 
yesterday m orning he made his ap­ 
pearance at the watering hole 
on 
Trout lake with his canoe and pack 
and the officers who had been waiting 
at that point all night captured him 
but not without a strugle. 
D uring 
the scuffle the Indian made two at­ 
tem pts to draw his knife but was each 
time reminded by well directed blows 
landed on the juglar that he must 
not attem pt any funny business and 
finally he told Mr. Paine that if he 
would not handcuff him that he would 
go along peaceably and he did so. 
In 
court this morning to W. E. Seeley, 
who talked Chippewa to the Indian 
and told the court what he said, the 
fellow said he killed the deer and 
knew many more Indians who were 
doing the same thing. 
In an envelope the Indian had a 
letter which is quite a curiosity on ac­ 
count of its date, which belonged to 
some other native but which had 
probably been borrowed by Kosh-ka- 
wa-bic to do his “hunting” on. 
It 
was as follows: 


U n i t e d S t a t e s I n d ia n S e r v ic e , I 
Leech Lake, Nov. 10, 1860. ) 
We hereby certify that Nay-bm-ay- 
cush is one of the bead chiefs of the 
Chippewa Indians, that he is an hon­ 
est and exemplary man, an example 
to his tribe, and a friend of the whites. 
We take pleasure in recommending 
him to the friendly consideration of 
all good men. 
W. J. C u l l e n , 
Supt. Indian Affairs. 
I. W. L y n n , Indian Agent. 
The present incumbent, Ne-tay-nas- 
e-do, is a son at the above, takes the 
place as chief. 
H e is one of the most 
honorable and friendly Indians I 
have known. 
J a m es W h it e h e a d , 
Special Indian Agent.

m ental in raising a company of vol­ 
unteers in Clarion county, Penn., and 
weut to the front with the Tenth Penn­ 
sylvania Reserve as first lieutenant, 
but after three mouths service he was 
taken ill and returned to his home.

D uring these days of railro id strikes 
the follow ing from the St, Louis G lobe 
Democrat may be of interest: 
The railroad system of the United 
States comprises 176,461 miles of track 
with an equipm ent of 34,788 locomo­ 
tives, 31,884 passenger cars, and 1,047,- 
577 freight c a rs . 
Counting all the 
property classified as railroad capital, 
the aggregate is in round numbers 
$10,506,235,410, represented by out­ 
standing stock to the am onut of $4, 
668 995,418, and a funded debt of $5,- 
225,689,821 
D uring the last year 
590,560,612 passengers wore carried, 
and 745.119,482 tons of freight trans­ 
ported. 
For this service there was 
received the gross sum of $1,220,751,- 
874, and the operating expenses were 
$827,921,299, leaving a balance of 
$392,830,575, and after the deduction 
of fixed charges and analogous obli­ 
gations, a final net income of $111,- 
058,034. 
But this profit wus not ev- 
euly distributed. 
On the coutrary, 
51.24 per sent of the total stock paid 
uo dividends, and 10.93 per cent of t he 
total m ortgage bonds paid no interest 
Of the stocks paying dividends, 5.25 
per cent paid 4 to 5 per cent, 11.62 
per cent paid from 5 to 6 per cent, 
5.24 per cent paid from 6 to 7 percent, 
and 5.32 per cent paid from 7 to 8 per 
cent. 
The whole num ber of persons 
employed by the railroads is 873,602, 
of whom 35,384 are assigned to the 
work of general adm inistration, 256.- 
212 to maintenance of way and struc­ 
tures, 176,465 to maintenance of equip­ 
ment. and 397,915 to conducting trans­ 
portation, the rem ainder being un­ 
classified.

NEARLY TEN MILLION MEN. 


T he A rm y F ro m W h ich U ncle Sam M ay 
D raw Should O ccasion R equire. 
An arm y of 9,000,000 m en! 
How 
Napoleon’s legions dw indle beside 
this and the hosts which G rant, Sher 
m an and Sheridan led shrink to pyg­ 
mies. 
This enorm ous figure repre­ 
sents th e num ber of ablebodied men 
in the U nited States available for 
m ilitary purposes. 
B ut of course no 
such sw arm of fighters could ever be 
mobilized in this or any other coun­ 
try. 
It would overtax even American 
energy and resource to clothe and 
feed and arm them and m aintain 
them iu idleness. 
The figures have 
no practical m ilitary value, b u t as a 
suggestion of the m ighty w ar poten­ 
tialities of the young republic they 
are not w ithout their interest to the 
world. 
But when wre come to enu­ 
m erate the m en actually under arm s 
in the U nited States as trained and 
disciplined soldiers we realize our 
present m ilitary significance. 
Besides the little regular arm y of 
25,000 m en there is a more or less 
thoroughly organized force of 112,- 
190 m en in the national guard and 
m ilitia—th at is, only about one man 
in a hundred of those of our citizens 
liable to bear arm s is regularly en­ 
gaged in m astering the rudim ents of 
the soldier’s profession. 
New York, as m ight be expected, 
I has the largest m ilitary organization 
—737 officers and 12,073 men. 
Penn­ 
sylvania has 8,614 officers and m en; 
Ohio, 6,125. 
Then comes Massachu­ 
setts w ith 5,666. 
Fiery South Caro­ 
lina, w ith 5,440 officers and men, has 
an arm ed force out of all proportion 
to its w ealth and population. 
The New England states, outside 
of M assachusetts, have respectable 
little armies, ranging from Ver­ 
m ont’s 784 to Connecticut’s 2,761. 
The southern states have large m ili­ 
tia organizatium, as a whole; the 
western states very small ones. 
But 
the national guard is steadily grow ­ 
ing everyw here in num bers as in ef­ 
ficiency. 
It is fulfilling in a satisfac­ 
tory way its purpose of perpetuating 
a knowledge of m ilitary art, and it 
would be found to be a respectable 
nucleus for a host of volunteers to 
rally on in an em ergency.—Boston 
Journal.
